High Absenteeism 

Despite [hard times for em- 
ployes in the auto industry 
during periods of heavy layoffs, 
absenteeism is still a major 
problem. 

Leonard Woodcock, presi- 
dent of the United Auto Work- 
ers, has stated that the union 
will have to take a larger role 
in combating absenteeism 'but 
he admits that discipline seems 
to have no effect and persuasion 
may hot work. & 

During the years from 1970 
through 1975, absentee rates 
have dropped a few tenths of a 
per cent but remain very high. 
Absenteeism creates problems 
in production and quality and 
is also -resented by employes 
who work regularly. 

With Monday and Friday 
the high absentee days, 10 to 
15. per cent, one plant has re- 
cruited 120 college students to 
fill in on those days^ U- 



Defense: What's the Score? 

The Soviet Union's military technology is surging at an 
alarming pace. It threatens to wipe but the long-enjoyed 
U.S.- technological edge, the major deterrent to Soviet ag- 
gression because budget considerations make it impossible 
for the U.S. to match the USSR's massive numerical wea- 
pons strength. ( 

The threat is a matter of immediate concern, a top Pen- 
tagon official has advised Congress. The Director of De- 
fense Research and Engineering, Dr. Malcolm R. Currie, 
warns that "the Soviet Union can achieve dominance in 
deployed military technology in : the 1080s.'- 

The U.S. research and development program is by no 
means stagnant It continues to show solid gains in terms 
of very advanced weapons systems. There has been steady 
improvement in R&D management and the nation is get- 
ting a better return per dollar invested. And Congressional 
support in recent years. has halted the R&D funding de- 
cline of the last decade. 

Yet, on a relative basis, the U.S. is on the decline. A 
decade of determined Soviet research and development 
effort has sharply narrowed the technological gap. At the 
same time, the USSR has made enormous strides in pro- 
ducibility and it is deploying new, high-quality weapons 
at a rate the U.S. cannot hope to equal. Summing tech- 
nology balance and the direction it is heading, Dr. Currie 
makes this statement: ' 

"The trends with respect to the Soviet Union are espe- 
cially sobering and portray a potentially grave situation 
in the mid-1980s . . . The acceleration of technological 
change has increased the danger of technological surprise. 
The possibilities of surprise are numerous and staggering. 
The consequences of surprise could be disastrous." 

Dr. Currie hastens to add that he is not flatly predicting 
that the Soviets will take over the technology field, only 
that it could happen. If we let it But the trend can be 
turned around "if we maintain an appropriately strong 
program of our own with a sense of long-range commit- 
ment;' £ 

The Pentagon R&D boss outlined to Congress the "ap- 
propriately strong program." It requires a continuing high 
level of funding for defense research and development 
coupled with maximum. efforts to get the greatest output 
for the investment His program for the coming fiscal year 
includes continuance of major projects initiated in earlier
